The Building Contractors’ council will face 
today the question of accepting or rejecting 
the proposition of arbitration made by the 
Bullding Trades council. The contractors

Mayor Moores of Omaha Repays a Debt 
Contracted While a Prisoner of War 
Thirty-five Years Ago. 


Omaha, Neb., June 3.—[{Special.]—Mayor 

Frank E. Moores today paid a debt which

In January, 1865, Mayor Moores, then a 
captive in Libby Prison, accepted a loan of 
$225 in confederate scrip from the Rev. T.

Last week a clergyman named T. V. 
Moore- was installed at the Westminster 
Presbyterian Church in this city, and the 
name came to the Mayor’s attention. Upon 
investigation the executive found the new- 
ly arrived clergyman to be the son of the 
pastor whose heart was touched at the sol- 
dier boy’s suffering.

SOUTH AMERICAN RELATIONS. 

Another conference of the American | 
publics is called to meet next year in the 
City of Mexico. In the current number of 
Gunton’s Magazine Mr. William E. Cur- 
tis reviews the work done by such con- 
-gresses since the first one was called by 
Simon Bolivar in 1825 to oppose the ag- 
gressions of Europe on the American con- 
tinent. The most noticeable feature of this 
long series of attempts at fraternizing is 
the comparative insignificance of the ends 
accomplished. One tangible result is the 
Bureau of American Republics at Wash- 
ington, which has undoubtedly proved its 
usefulness in some minor matters, such as 
the adoption of uniform sanitary regula- 
tions, the negotiation of extradition trea- 
ties with all but two of the other nations; 
the agreement on the free navigation of all 
rivers, the adoption of a uniform code of 
commercial nomenclature, and mutual pro- 
tection of patents and trade marks. But 
the total results are far from being as ex- 
tensive or important as they should be, and 
Mr. Ourtis suggests several reasons for this 
fact. | 

The people of Spanish America are in- 
clined to question the sincerity or zuspect 
the motives ot the Unſted States.

THE VOTING HABIT IN BosTON. 
Some comparisons lately worked out by 
the Statistics department of Boston—a de- 
partment which, during its three years’ ex- 
istence, has made an admirable record and.

For a period from 1890 to 1899 inclusive 
the State registration and the municipal 
registration were respectively 59.21 per cent 
and 60.37 per cent of the assessed polls, or 


total number of adult males, many of whom 


of foreign birth are not yet naturalized, 
while of those registered 
voted for President, 78.36 per cent for 
Mayor, 75,72 per cent for Governor, and 


67. 18 per cent on the license question. The 
disparity between the number of persons 


registered and the number voting seems 
large, but the result.is still more noticeable 
when the comparison includes also the num- 
ber of polls and the legal voters. The aver- 
age vote for Mayor in 1875, 1885, and 1895 
amounted to only 78.10 per cent of the reg- 
istered voters, 54.59 per cent of the legal 
voters, and 40.31 per cent of the adult

vote for Governor were 74.03 per cent, 


49.90 per cent, and 36.90 per cent, Over 
against this showing, however, is the fact 


that at the last of these decennial periods 
the percentages of actual voters, as com- 
pared with legal voters and registered vot- 
ers, showed an increase in every case of 
from 2 to 13 points in the various percent- 
ages. 4

A number of citizens said it should 
have been done before, and that the city 
would have been better off if the people had 
been led to see the work that was being done 
on the streets and sewers ten years ago, 
while others said the agitation had come at 
the right time, when the city is to. be paved 
more extensively than ever before. 

It develops, when attention is called to the 
matter, that every one can tell of some de- 
wo piece of work in a certain part of the 
city. 

I believe it to be most important that this 7 
work should be looked after, now that we 
are going to pave the whole city,’’ said 
Franklin Macveagh. Not any public 
work, not even the river improvement, is of 
more importance. It would be a tremendous 
pity if we do not’ get the work, now dane 

planned, well done. 4 


Objects to Granite Blocks. 

I have always had great confidence in the 
work Mr. McGann was doing. I am sur- 
prised he should take the stand that nothing 
but stone pavements will do in the down-town 
districts. I have wondered that the Humane 
society does not take up this part of the 
question. 
keel it is almost brutal to have them driven 
over the granite block streets. The teams 
have driven the bicyclists off the asphalt 
path that was laid in Michigan avenue. “They 
crave such a roadway.“ 

“It looks to me as if Toe TRIBUNE were hit- 
ting pretty close to the truth, said Alderman 
Walter C. Nelson. “I am glad the cage is 
up. I hope it will be harped on until some- 
thing is done to remedy present conditions. 
All paving’ is now 25 per cent higher than it 
ought to be. I think we should have a big 
revolution in the department. I went out 
on the South Side this year to see a new 
piece of asphalt paving and found a large 
hole where it had caved in. 

The Judiciary committee has become in- 
terested in the question and has asked an 
opinion of the Corporation Counsel as to how 
much reliance is to be. placed in the surety 
bonds that are given. We should be glad 
to know the details in the cases mentioned 
where paving companies have forfeited their 
bonds through imperfectly filled contracts 
and are allowed by the city to goon without a 
settlement.“ 


“ Depend on Skimming the Work.“ 

There is no doubt these contractors who 
get the city paving are out to beat the pub- 
lice,” said Joseph Donnersber ger. They 
take the contract at almost any price, and de- 
pend on skinning the work to get out of it. 
Our experience in the South Park board was 
that we could not get as good work done at 
the same prices by contract as we could do 
ourselves. The city lets a contract for a six- . 
inch foundation and the contractor puts in 
three inches. The inspectar for some rea- 
son overlooks it, and that is why we get 


‘pavements that do not last. The inspectors 


are not all doing the the work they are paid 
for.” | 
Black Sheep 
“TI believe paving is being laid in Chicago 
today that does not come up to specifica- 
tions, said Mayor Harrison. “I say also 
it is not true that inspectors are afraid to 
report the dishonesty of contractors for 
fear of dismissal. They are influenced by 
other motives, which we all understand 
well, and which will be with them as long 
as the contract system isin use. I believe 
the great body of inspectors is honest, but 
there are’ black sheep among them, who 
are not above accepting money from the 
contractors. And the contractors, many of 
them, stand ready to use any means of hav- 
ing their work reported on as all right,

COMPLAIN OF LAND LAWS. 


Natives of Philippine Islands Allege 
Their Farms Were Wrongfully 
Obtained from Them. 


4 CIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE CHICA 90 TRIB- 
UNE BY JAMES 8. RODGERS. } 

MANILA, P. I., May 1.—One of the prin- 
cipal” grievances which the natives of the 
Philippine Islands had against their Spanish 
rulers and the question which more than 
any other made them resolve to throw off the 
Spanish yoke was the land question. This 
question now confronts the American: au- 
thorities, and an adjustment of it satisfac- 
tory to the natives would go far toward 
ending the insurrection. It has been posi- 
tively stated by one of the officials of the 
Aguinaldo government that when it is set- 
tled all opposition to the American govern- 
ment of the islands will cease. The question 
is largely one of the relation of landlord and 
tenant, and, like the land question in Ire- 

land today, it arises from the fact that large 
—— of land are owned, or claimed to be 
owned, by individuals, churches, or com- 
panies who demand rent from the real oc- 
cupants of the land, many of whom have had 
possession for years and who feel the prop- 
erty is rightfully theirs. 

The land laws of the Philippines are in- 
complete, and although laws have been in 
existence from early times they have been 
little used, and the registry of titles was al- 
most unknown until the present century. 
Even now registry is looked upon as a rather 
unnecessary proceeding. All realengos or 
uncultivated lands were supposed to belong 
to the government, and it allowed natives to 
squat and build on the public lands With- 
out any regular form of law. If the small 
annual tax was pald the holding was re- 

spected. These unregistered holdings were 
— transferred from one native to an- 
other without any form of law or registry. 


Rent Cheaper than Lawsuit. 

This condition of affairs could not con- 
tinue, because the land sharpers and the 
88 favorites soon saw that profit 
o themselves could be made out of the lax 
2 of transfer. Then more rigid laws 
—— necessary. But the laws were so 

that the more ignorant people 
4 the interior never attempted to make use 
of them to register their lands, and many 
of those who were intelligent enough to 
understand the importance of having clear 
title to property never registered their hold- 


ings because the risk of being involved in 


oceedings constituted the greater 
— hag As a. consequence, families that 


had owned land for generations accepted 
the claims of some landlord who had by 1 
legal means obtained title to their property 
rather than fight the matter in the courts. 
It was cheaper to pay rent than to pay the 
expenses of a lawsuit. Great confusion re- 


sulted from this condition of the land laws 


and the government was forced to take some 
action in the matter. 

Some forty years ago one ‘of the Governor 
Generals called upon all landholders to reg- 
{ster their property. Again in 1804, when 
the mortgage law was promulgated, an op- 
portunity was given to the property-holders 
to prove their claims and make valid their 
titles by showing ten years’ undisputed pos- 
session of their land. As before, the igno- 
rant ones paid no attention to the law and 
the unprincipled ones took advantage of it 
to strengthen their hold on the land already 
occupied and to register their own land, to- 
ther with that of as many of their.neigh- 
Seve as was possible. 

On many of these large estates the tenant. 
js protected to some extent, because under 
the law he holds the land for an indefinite 
period and cannot be ejected from the prop- 
erty by the owner. In fact, he is a co- 
owner and has a voice in the selling 25 the 
land he leases so long as he pays a yearly 
rent to the landlord. The system is almost 


“feudal, for, although there is no millitary 


e involved, the tenants in many cases

look to the landlord for protection and help 
when they need them. During the war the 
house of an old Filipino in Manila 
crowded with tenants from his estates in th 
provinces: They had come to him for pro- 
tection against the Tagalog forces, and the 
fact that some of them had lost the owner- 

p of the lands they occupied through the 

kery of the old man did not seem to in- 
spire any resentment. 

The large holders of lands in the Philip: 
pines ‘are the religious orders, or friars, and 
various private parties, Spaniards, Mestizos, 
and. Filipinos. The friars are perhaps the 
largest landholders, regardless of the 
schools and churches owned by them, and 
speaking only of the large estates they hold 
in the country round about Manila and in 
the remoter provinces. The income from the 
estates is used, so it is said, for the support 
ot the schools and seminaries in Spain. 


Tenants Make Two Complaints. 


The tenants make two complaints: First, 
that the lands they till and for which they 
pay annual rents was wrongfully acquired 
by the landlords and belong by right to the 
tenants. Secondly, they complain that the 
landlords have treated the tenants cruelly 
and unjustly by exacting excessive rents and 
therefore robbing them of their hard-earned 
gains. Oddly enough, the second complaint 
is the cause of the first, for had the land- 
lords, religious and otherwise, been consid- 
erate and just, the people would not have 
complained at all, being willing to ae dea 
their rights for the sake of peace. 

Whether or not the first complaint is true 
depends on how these large estates were first 
acquired by their present owners. It is un- 
doubtedly true that some were originally 
purchased in part or were received as gifts 
from, devout people, The hacienda of Naic, 
on the. south shore of the bay, twenty miles 
from Manila, was purchased in 1754 from a 
Spaniard and a large pile of 
bound books containing the record of this 
and other properties of the Dominicans is 
shown. 

A plantation owned by the Augustinians, 
just south of Manila, is said to have been re- 
ceived by them as a legacy from a Cuban 
woman who spent her whole fortune on the 


The second charge, that the rents na ve 
been extortionate, is made against the land- 
lords of many of the plantations, but it is 
difficult to get definite information. The na- 
tives say that the rent has been gradually 
raised as the property has increased in value 
under the careful cultivation of the tenant. 
This method of dealing with him takes fram 
the tenant any incentive to try and better 
the condition of his land. 7 


Friars Kind in Dealings. 


It is said by an English gentleman that the: 


Dominican friars have been kind in their 
dealings with their tenants. He says that if 
he were to obtain possession of the lands held 
by the friars the rents would be doubled. 
He admits, however, that the friars in some 
cases rent the land to middlemen, who sub- 
let it to the farmers, and that the farmer 
suffers in consequence. But he says that one 
cannot blame the landowner for the faults 
of the people to whom he rents his land. 
That is as it may be, but the fact remains 
that the tenant suffers by thé system. For 
one estate the Dominicans ‘receive only 
$1,500 per year rental, while the man to 


whom they lease it makes $10,000 a year 


from his subleases. The landlords claim 
that the rent should be based on the pro- 
ductive value of the land. The people say 
the basis should be the market value of the 
property. Of course, the landlords and their 
friends claim that the rents are not exces- 
sive, but many people give testimony to the 
effect that they are. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that 


two things are involved in the land ques- 
tion in the Philippines. The rights of the 


landowners must be protected and the ten- 
ants who have, as they allege, been deprived 
of their property must be redressed for their 
wrongs. How can these two objects be at 
tained? 

The Fflipino government holds the 
that the land belongs to the people, and then 
calmly proceeds to collect the rents that 
formerly went to the-landlords, and to 
apply it to its own uses. This seems rather 
inconsistent,. but these are war times, and 
money must be d, even though consist- 
ency suffer. The nglish syndicate that has 
bought ‘the estate of Lolomboy from the 
friars sent an agetit to it to collect the rents. 
The tenants told the agent that they were 
_glad the estate had been bought by English 
people, but they Also sald: You know that 
we consider this Jand our own, and, besides, 

Wwe are already paying rent to Aguinaldo. 
If he gives you an order for it we willl be 
| willing to pay it to you.“ 


The religious orders are adopting, under 
stress of circumstances, another solution of 


the difficulty—for them. They are selling 
their lands. 


PARKS ON HISTORICAL SPOTS, 


Plan Has Many Supporters — Father 


Marquette’s Landing Place 
a 


The plan to establish small public parks in 

different parts of the city, with a prefer- 
ence for places of historical interest, has 
many supporters in Chicago, but it is gen- 
erally admitted that the only possibility of 
carrying out that plan rests in the consoli- 
dation of the park systems of the city. 

One of the places suggested for a park is 
the spot where Father Marquette lagded on 
his first visit to what is now Chicago. The 
spot is not definitely known, but it is sup- 
posed to have been somewhere on the river 
banks in the Twenty-eighth Ward. By a 
careful study of Father Marquette’s ppg 
ments referring to his tour of exploration 
it might be possible to determine the exact 
spot of his landing. 

The spot where he built his log cabin on 
his second visit to the place on which Chi- 
cago now stands is known. It is on the
